HIGHER DUTIES ALL 
~ ALONG THE LINE 


Canadjam Manufacturer's Want More 
“Protection” Against Ameri- 
can Goods 


Ottawa, Jan. 6.—The Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association presented its case 
to the Tariff. Commission today. Presi- 
dent Ballantyne read a document couch- 
ec in generai terms While the manu- 
facturers do not demand discrimination 
against the United States, still they 
say that on account of the close prox- 
imity of that country they want high- 
er duties all along the line to prevent 
the keen compstition which Canada is 
meeting from them. They also asked 
that Canada should have reasonable 
protection against British goods, the 
idea being that what was not manu- 
factured here should come from Brit- 
ain. The dumping clause was approv- 
ed and they did not wish the British 
preference to be disturbed. Woolen 
men asked for higher duties against 
Britain. Steel and iron men said that 
but for the dumping clause they would 
be driven out of business. The Inter- 
national Harvester. Company opposed 
further protection on agricultural im- 
plements, as it was a burden on the 
farmers.

LA BING ON TRIAL FOR MURDER 


Lia Bing, the Chinaman charged 
with the murder of Stanley Ross, 
at Stintaluta, on the evening of 
Oct. 28th last was committed for trial 
by Magistrate McCausland yesterday 
afternoon and this morning he was ar- 
raigned before Mr. Justice Newlands. 
pleaded not guilty and will be tried 
at the sitting of supreme court on Feb- 
ruary 15. Evidence of a very interesi- 
ing nature was adduced at the prelim- 
inary hearing yesterday when the two 
lads who were in company with Stan- 
ley Ross in the laundry when the al- 
leged crime was committed, were ex- 
examined. Sam Lee, a local Celestial 
acted as interpreter for the. benefit of 
the prisoner. 


Dr. X. Bouju was the first witness 
called. He stated that he had _ been 
summoned tosee Stanley Ross when the 
was wounded and found him to be dy- 
ing from the effects of a cut in the 
back of the head. He had a cut about 
two inches long. The bone was push- 
ing through the brair, and caused hem- 
morrhage. The blood ran from. the 
mouth, ears and head. The wound was 
caused by a sharp and heavy instru- 
ment. The direct cause of death was 
hemorrhage and compression of the 
brain. He was alsc called into the 
Chinese laundry where he found the 
accused, Lia Bing, lying on the floor 
with a gash in his throat. In his hand 
the Chinaman held a cleaver which was 
produced and identified. 

Mark Daniel King was called and 
swore that during the evening of Oct. 
28th, he was in the laundry run by Lia 
Bing, in company with Danial Ross 
and his brother, Campbell King. Sian- 
ley Ross was sitting on a box three or 
four feet from the Chinaman. and the 
witness was eight or ten feet away. 
Yiis brother was at the other end of 
ithe room. He saw the Chinaman had 
hold of Stanley Ross by the shoulder. 
although he had not noticed when he 
caught the boy. The witness looked 
around for his brother and then ran 
out of the building. 

Mr. Ross on examination could 
find from the boy under whai circum 
stances the Chinaman tcok hold oi 
Stanley Ross, but Mr. Haultain on 
cross-examination, secured the admis- 
sion that Ross had taunted the accus 
ed to the extent of telling him to hurry 
up with some laundry for which he 
was waiting.

The principal feature of this 
disturbance ‘will be the great rise 
in temperatures. Previous to its 
coming the weather will be cold, 
and following it will come a Feb- 
ruary thaw, and a long spell of 
warm weather. 


Third disturbance will reach 
Pacific coast about 9, cross west 
of Rockies by close of 10, great 
central valleys 11 to 13, eastern 
states 14. Warm wave will eross 
west of Rockies about 9, great 
central valleys 11, eastern states 
13. Cool wave will cross west of 
Rockies about 12, great central 
valleys 14, eastern states 16. 


This will be the most severe dis- 
turbance of the month, and will 
also be important because of its 
high temperatures. With the 
closing of this disturbance will be- 
gin an increase of precipitation, 
and from that date until about 
March 5 average temperatures 
will be downward and precipita- 
tion will increase. 

This rainfall forecast does not 
apply to sections for which T have 
predicted drought. Where the 
droughts are predicted my other 
forecasts do not apply. 

My forecasts cf remarkably 
high temperatures in January for 
the great central vaileys, especi- 
ally for their northern — section, 
were a series of great successes. 
The great cold wave came as pre- 
dicted about 20 to 24. 

Two prominent scientists have 
recently endorsed planetary me- 
teorology, and are advocating an 
investigation of the relations of 
sun, moon and major planets to 
our weather changes, and whether 
electricity or magnetism have 
anything to de with ‘these rela- 
tions. One of these noted scient- 
ists referred to is a well known as- 
cronomer and meteorologist. The 
other, Dr. Aikins, professor of 
physiology in the California me- 
dical college at San Franciseo, 
iuthorizes me to say that plane- 
tory meteorology is worthy of fur- 
ther investigation. He believes 
that electricity is the motive 
power of the solar system and of 
animal life. His name is in every 
leading journal because of his 
notable experiments that prove the 
relations of electricity to the brain 
the mind, the blood and the mus- 
cular contractions of the animal 
structure. Dr. Aikins began to 
observe my theories and weather 
work 15 years ago while he was 
working on a newspaper that pub- 
lished my weather service.

City isnieiabenti Pavon ‘heii in 
Construction of System 


Caligary, Feb. 6.—Though there was 
considerable discussion at the city 
council last night about street railways 
and other things, the members of the 
council seemed te be prepared for the 
most part to accept the verdict of the 
commissioners that the time had not 
arrived for a street railway in the city 
of Calgary. 

The commissioners made a 
The report was referred back to the 
commissioners for additional infor- 
maticn about the cost of running a 
street railway and about the rev- 
enue and expenditure in connection 
therewith. 

The report of thé 
reads as follows: 

“Your commissioners have for the 
past fortnight given considerable con- 
sideration .of the feasibility of con- 
structing an electric railway in the city 
of Calgary and we herewith attach 
@ detailed siatement of the probable 
cost of seven and a half miles of track 
but exclusive of 


report. 


commissioners 


and rolling stock, 
power : 

“To get an diea of the cost of a 
plant sufficient for present needs, we 
have assumed -a line to run_- on 
Eighth avenue from Fourteenth street 
west to Moberly street, east of the 
Elbow. Aiso on Fourth avenue from 
Bow Marsh bridge to -the Langevin 
bridge, also on Thirteenth avenue from 
Fourteenth street west to Sixth street 
east. Also aline on Fourteenth street 
west from Eighth avenue to Thirteenth 
avenue, and Second street east from 
Fourth avenue to Thirteenth avenue. 
The total length of these lines is 
about seven and a half miles. The 
cost of the above lines for single track 
with turnouts on all streets except 
double track on Highth avenue from 
Fourth street west to Fourth street 
east, including all rails and connec- 
tions, poles, wire, ready for traffic and 
car sheds, etc., complete with no cars, 
is $128,000, and with six cars would 
be $150,000. This does not include any 
power equip-ment, so that if a rotary 
converter were u8éd in connection with 
our electric light plant, the total cost 
would be very close to $160,00v. 

“In view of the large number of 
public works that are likely, to be 
promoted in this city for this year 
and the pressing needs of at least 
some thereof, and also in view of the 
small margin left us to borrow on 
general account we are of the opinion 
that it is inadvisabl? to even consider 
the matter this year. 

“Your commissioneys are aware that 
the undertaking of an electric railway 


in a town the size of ours is a mat-|, 
ter of no small importance, and even |} 
after the same is completed the ques-|/ 


tion of maintaining the same success- 
fully is a very serious matter, which 
in the opinion of your commissioners 
would entail a considerable loss the 
first few years. It is well known that 
most of the eastern towns of the pop- 
ulation of ours who have undertaken 
the maintenance of such a system have 
invariably gone into the receiver’s 
hands, and it is questionable wheth- 
er any institution would be willing 
to loan us the money at any reason- 
able rate of interest considering the 
danger of the loss to be entailed from 
the operation of such an enterprise. 

“In consequence of the above reas- 
ons we recommend that no further ac- 
tion be taken for the construction there- 
of at the present time. 

“Your commissioners have also had 
two applications before them with a 
view of obtaining the franchise of this 
city for a long term of years, one by a 
company incorporated several years 
ago for the purpose of operating a 
railway in this city, and another by 
a gentleman the names of the promot- 
ers of whom are unknown to your com- 
missioners. 

“R. B. Bennett, Bsq., acting for the 
Calgary Street Railway Co., appeared 
before your commibsioners and fully 
explained the various reasons why his 
company should have the preference 
should a franchise be given. No writ- 
ten proposal was feceived frorn him. 
Herewith is attached the application 
of Mr. Nichol.

When the 
chairman of the relief committee in- 
vestigated the matter yesterday, he 
found them in poverty with no pro- 
visions in the house and practically on 
the verge of starvation. The woman 
was very brave and said that while she 
was suffering considerably from rheu- 
matism and the abuse recently heaped 
en her by her husband, she wouldgsoon 
be able to earn her own living and did 
not like to become a charge of the city. 

The council ordered that immediate 
relief be furnished, and the chairman 
of the relief board this morning gave 
the necessary orders to relieve the dis- 
tress.
